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Disabled veterans of the World 
War hereafter will be treated as 
“human beings” and all red tape 


eonnected With securing federal aid 
will be swept aside. 

Such was the statement of Major 
Louis T. Grant, newly appointed 
district manager of the consolidated 
War Risk Bureau and Public Health 
Service at San Francisco, He ad- 
dressed a half hundred representa- 
tives from California, Nevada and 
Arizona at a meeting held to dis- 
cuss plans to aid disabled veterans. 

Major Grant urged the various or- | 
ganizations interested in the relief 
plans to co-operate in the forthcom- 
ing cleanup drive in this section, 
in which every man entitled to fed- 
eral relief will be songht out. 

Major Wright declared that in the 
past the efforts of the government 
to aid disabled men had been fu- 
tile in many cases because of the 
activities of too many relief organ- 
izations. Under the present plan 
he will insist that every claim 
for relief is first filed in the general 
office at San Francisco. 

“Thee policy of this office will be 
to treat every man entitled to relief 
as a human being,” Major Wright 
said. “Every consideration must be 
shown. And when I say considera- 
tion, I mean human consideration, 
not red tape considerazion.

The Union Oil Company of Cali- 
fornia has been awarded a contract 
to supply the fuel oil requirements 
of the Pacific fleet for the remain- 
1921, estimated at 4,000,000 
barrels. The price ig $1.48 a barrel, 
delivered at tidewater. The price 
represents a cut of 27 cents a bar- 
rel under the lowest competing bid, 
and a drop of 52 cents a barrel from 
the price now being paid by the 
navy on this coast. 

The big companies have been, sup- 
‘plying the navy with fuel oil at $2 
a barrel. These contracts expired 
on July 1, but as the navy depart- 
ment had not taken the full amounts 
‘called for in these contracts, the 
period of delivery was extended into 
the second half-year.
